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EDITORIAL 

Gould Academy is a prep school, preparing us for our 
life’s work. But where, in the well regulated round of clas- 
ses, activities and studies is there room for the student to 
delve into his own interests! The student’s desire to explore 
a specialized field of study is stifled by a lack of time. 

In such courses as our advanced English program a stu- 
dent is given the opportunity to expand his reading and 
writing background. But suppose, during the course of a 
summer, an enthusiastic English student becomes interested 
in the development of the English sonnet, or a student, 
through contacts other than those of the necessarily limited 
school community, is fascinated by a peculiar chemical re- 
action.

I feel that student initiative and interest is greatly un- 
derrated; the more Chance he is given to develop his 
interests,' the more educated a person he will become.

However, it has happened before, and what is to hinder 
its happening again? 

The question of war is something we must all consider 
seriously, without leaning too strongly to either of the ex- 
tremely Optimistic and pessimistic stands. We must recog- 
nize war as a threat, but We .should not let it be a cause for 
senseless panic or, even worse, adopt an indifferent attitude. 
For it can happen to us.

MR. KENNETH GOODMAN 

In an afternoon assembly 
October 23, Mr. Kenneth 
Goodman, Negro organist, 
performed before an appreci- 
ative audience of students and 
faculty. 

Although Mr. Goodman 
early in life showed an apti- 
tude for music, there were 
no funds for study. He was 
largely self-taught until he 
was heard one evening by a 
Philadelphia • surgeon who 
made it possible for him to 
obtain a four-year scholar- 
ship at the Julliard School 
of Music, New York City, Fol- 
lowing his graduation ipj 
1949, he accepted a position 
teaching the organ .at the Set. 
tlement Music School, Phila- 
delphia, and during this time 
gave many recitals. 

Mr. Goodman has made 
four goodwill tours of Eu- 
rope, and critics have unani- 
mously acclaimed his per- 
formance of classical works. 
He has played before English 
and European royalty, and 
even caused teenage rock- ’n- 
roll enthusiasts to weep after 
hearing his interpretations of 
some of the, great works.

His 
program included four other 
classics plus encores, and was 
thoroughly enjoyed by all.
